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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 
1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art, Nahan et al. (US 5,664,1 1 1), discloses a computer-implemented 
method for pricing goods of independent sellers using a marketeer controller communicating via 
a communications network, the marketeer controller including a CPU and a memory, the method 
comprising the marketeer controller: receiving from an independent seller, via the 
communications network, data identifying the independent seller's good; presenting to the 
independent seller a menu including plurality of selectable options, each of the options 
corresponding to a respective predetermined method for deriving a sale price for the independent 
seller's good; deriving the sale price at which a buyer may purchase the independent seller's 
good using the predetermined method corresponding to a seller-selected option; and, displaying 
the derived sale price to the buyer to present the good for sale at the sale price 

However, the Nahan et al. reference fails to disclose, or fairly suggest, the marketeer 
controller computer receiving selection data from the independent seller, the selection data 
having been transmitted in electron ic form to the marketeer controller computer via the 
communications network, the selection data identifying a certain selected option selected from 
the menu by the independent seller; the marketeer controller computer deriving the sale price by 
performing a function in accordance with logic sp ecified bv a certain respective method 
corresponding to the certain selected option select ed from the menu bv the independent seller : 
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and the marketeer controller computer transmitting sale price data to the computerized device 
operated by the independent seller, the sale price data being transmitted in electronic form via 
the communications network and causing the computerized device operated bv the independent 
seller to display to the buyer , via the display device, displaying the derived sale price to present 
the good to the buyer as an item offered for sale at the sale price. 

2. Note that, though expressly included in the search for prior art, no foreign patents, nor 
any non-patent literature were identified that could reasonably be considered sufficiently 
relevant or pertinent so as to be characterized and addressed as "closest prior art."
